HINTS TO TEACHERS 

No. 2. School Kxhitiitions. 

No school It'rm If, complete with- 
out an exhibition. Nothing can 
take the place of an cxhihition for! 
1 i't i itK t)|> interest among pupils 
and parent*. II need not be a great 
or difficult affair. It can easily be 
M managed us lo help and not tun- 1 
dor the regular work of the school. 

By the first of Nevember. the 
toucher's plans should be completed 
and the whole district beginning to 
talk about school exhibitions. There 
should be a closing exhibition, so 
that the school will close in a burst 
of glory and not dwindle down and 
die of neglect at the end. But in 
advance of this llnal exhibition 
there should be one or two "Visitors' 
I 'ays" or "Friday afternoons," in 
which students will give something 
of an exhibition and they and the 
teacher will learn how to do it! 

Kirst of all. tiiere should be a lit- 
tle muaio. The Citizen publishes 
this week one good and simple piece, 
and we shall give others as the 
weeks go on. It is the teacher's 
business to know how to teach sing- 
ing. If he is so unfortunate not to 
be a singing muster, he ran probably 
Itttd some older student or neigh- 
bor in the district who will step in 
to help in this matter. But the 
lioorest kind of singing is better than 
no singing at all. It undies the 
school, it touches the imagination 
and the heart 

Secondly, there should be an ac- 
tual exhibition of school work. 
I'eople say the "spelling match" is 
old-fashioned. So are peaches and 
cream, but we never get enough of 
either. From the very beginning 
the teacher should be saving up the 
common words which are likely to 
he misspelled. II. is not well to 
search for rati and unused words. 

And there should be some number 
work, which the whole school will 
listen to with interest and which 
visitors will appreciate and enjoy. 
A few problems from Culfee s Rural 
\rithmetic on measuring lumber, or 
giving a balanced ration for stock, 
will be splendid. And a set of 
i|iieslions on history or geography, 
or a grammar lesson which should 
lie "purged," uud bring out the 
meaning of some familiar law Off 
liussage of scripture, will In- a mai- 
ler of interest to every hotly.

69.000 Appla Traas to ba Distributed 
In Hardin County. 

The 05,000 apple trees presented 
without cost to the orchardmen if 
Hardin County. Ky.. by the State 
Agricultural Department for an ex- 
perimental orchard, will be distri- 
buted and planted within the next 
thirty days. The trees were ship- 
ped to Klizabethlown last May and 
planted in the High School campus 
to be transplanted this fall. The 
trees are in a tlrst-class condition 
and bid fair to thrive when trans- 
planted in the orchards of the 
county. The Hardin County Fruit 
tlrowers' Association held a meet- 
ing of the orchardmen Monday. 
October 20, to make arrangements 
for the distribution of the trees. 
A horticultural expert from the Ag- 
ricultural department was present 
and gave instructions upon trans- 
planting the trees, which will be 
under the care of the Stale for five 
years, or until the trees begin to 
bear. An expert will be present at 
intervals during this time to give

Now is the lime to set out peach 
ami apple trees. The rerent rains 
have mellowed up the ground nice- 
ly, so large, deep holes can be dug 
easily lo planl the trees in. If you 
have not ordered your trees do il 
at once and insist upon immedi- 
ate delivery, so your trees can be 
in the ground by November iOtn, 
where they will be ready to grow 
right on in the spring. 

There is no doubt that this is 
to be one of the great fruit growing 
centers of the whole, country and 
each and every farmer must begin 
to prepare for the great rush to 
fruit thai is soon coming by select- 
ing some good varieties of apples 
such as York Imperial, Crimes 
Golden, Winesap, Stamen Winesap 
and Delicious, and such peaches as 1 
Klherta. and Bell of Georgia. Make 
as definite plans to prune and sprav 
your orchard as you do to feed 
your cows, and never attempt lo 
raise fruit without cultivating the 
orchard in suitable crops. 

Prof. Montgomery will be at your 
service for pruning demonstrations 
on Mondays during February an I 
March, so write or see him soon if 
you want him to come to your or- 
chard. 

In March spraying will begin for 
scale and other troubles. The only 
orchards around Berea with fruit 
worth while were sprayed and 
there should be at least twenty peo- 
ple m this vicinity with spraying 
out Ills next season.
